Oommercial^rogress. 

A copy of tbo Montreal Herald, con- 
taining a carefully compiled review cf 
the eommeroo of Montreal for the do- 
cado ending with la&t year, is before as', 
and if the oaso of that oily bo accopted 
as a fair sample t,he commcroial pro 
gress of Canada is unprecedented in the 
history of nations. Hcforring more 
particularly to the last year, oar con- 
temporary nays, 'In all branch <8 S tLo 
volatne of tran6aolionB haa been swelled 
to a degroo which, a few years ago, 
•would h»vo boon regarded us utterly 
iuercdible.' Taking tho whole decade 
the Imports rose from $16,814,161, to 
335,50-4,330, --buviug couHiclerubly more 
than doubled, in the last year the in- 
crease being within a fraoiion ol four 
millions, Tho Exportsexbibited scarcely 
lees satisfactory elasticity, having risen 
irom $19, 027,153, in 1870, to $24,133, 
519, in 1871, being an increase ot five 
millions in one year. Turning to bank- 
ing deposits, over a fair gauge of a 
country's wonlth, the exhibit is equally 
satisfactory. Tbo deposits in the city 
banks ware in 1869 §43,000,000; in 
1870, §50,000,000; and in 1871 §50,000, 
O00 ; wtiiio tbo di-oounts were in 1809 
558,000,000; in 1870, §72,000,000 ; and 
in 1871 §85,000,000. liet the reader re- 
member that theso figures relate noi 
to the whole of Canada, but to the single 
city of Montreal. Extending the view 
to Old Canada, domestic manufactures 
show a satisfactory increase. Canadian 
woollen goodf, ana o>pecially tweeds, find 
a largo homo inarVot, and aro iot un- 
known in Englaud and Austria. Pro- 
bably the brauch of domestic manufac- 
ture most widely felt is thai of hardware 
including agricultural machinery and 
implements, In this wide branch, new 
manufactories aro boing established 
every year ; and the quality and finish 
of the goods produced aro pronoun- 
ced equal, if not siiporior, to those im- 
ported from tho United Slates or Eng- 
land. In Bowing machines and even in 
musical instruments, Cunuda is rapidly 
taking her stand among tho nations ,Iu 
boots and shoes, lndia-ubber goods 
furniture, glassware, &c, sho has long 
mudo herself felt, and now ber kid 
glovo factories are turning out an arti- 
cle which ought to fiud a ready market, 
while her coal oil, salt, sugars, tobaccos 
and les* skilled manufactures hold their 
own against all comers, und ber dairy 
produce outers largely into the Export*. 
In 1861 Montreal exported 72,754 
packages of butter ; in 1871 she export- 
ed 160;000 package!-; and; what is of 
still greater importance; tbu qualitybaa 
risen oven more lhau the quantity. Tne 
Cbeoso trade is rapidly growing. Ia 

1870 Montreal exported 99,416 boxes 
cheese; in 1871 she exported 194,740. 
The reader will be struck witb the prices 
of Canadian butter and cheese; as quo- 
ted in the Montreal maikut. During 

1871 the highest point touched by but- 
ter waB 23 cents in winter; aud thu 
lowest point in sumunr 10 ceuts ; while 
cheese ranged f-oin 7 to H J conte, How 
strangely tnese prices contrast with 
our owiij showing clearly that it is with 
the duirymei. of Old Canudaj cot ot 
the Pacrfio States and Tomtories; that 
our butter and ohoesu maikets musi, 
compete. Tho farmers will seo thai, 
after all, Jpro'.oclion;' as we used to call 
it, must La - e been a meio tHiam under 
Contederation, Isu't it gratifying to 
know '-hat oar sisier Provinces are 
making such rapid and euDsiantial pro- 
gress 1 

Lo, tho Poor Indian. 



Tho subject of tho treatment of In 
dians is being pretty freely discussed 
in the Ontario press at tho presantiime. 
There aro about 14,000 Indians Be - 
lled upon tho RsservcH in Ontario and 
Quebec, amongst whom some twenty- 
seven thousaud dollars aro annually tx* 
ponded in mere or less useful donations, 
The wisdom of tbo Canadian Indian 
policy is now openly qUL-aiionod by the 
Toronto Globe and tome other Ontario 
papers ; and tho matter has occupied 
the serious attention of tbo Outurio 
LegiHlacure, in which a motion was made 
affirming that 'It is highly desirable 
that the Indian lands situated in On- 
tario should bo tbo property of the 
Province, ondet tbo control of this Legist 
laturo and subject to tho manage- 
ment of the department, like the rest 
of the Urowu Lands." It is ccn.teDdod fut 
the t^ndoncy ol lbs sjs om is t>benet anpii- 
it cf leokless unpcof-iessiveu. as culouUtad 
to unfit poor Lo tor ever becouiintr tho urchi- 
ttct ol bis own fortune. The Globe pay b it 
vies told tho ether day by an i&t tlligoot, 
iducaied lodiou fiat the giesteBl unme bis 
pocple can commit IB fc'» betray a spirit ol 
independence. Borne few of teem do ap- 
pear to have oommittod this crime, bowevor. 
A Bay of Quinto Indian rtodied at Toronto 
UuivirBiiy aud is now prutti«ifi({ medioine 
V»itb much huccbeb; a son ol the Chief of 
the Wyaodcttea recoivod a liberal education, 
went into busings, became wealthy and was 
elflOi'od Reeve of bis Township; a third 
itudieJ and is pruotisiug tho law with suc- 
oeas. TL'o ill oonaennonces of ottamptiog to 
keep the rea man pent up on reserves, fso- 
Jat:d from th" pa'e taoes, ia pnii,t:ii out. 
All the vigilanoo o/ the depait'i.cnt and ail 
tho eflorta ol tho mlssicnary will not keep 
them free Irom the wh ti man's vicep. In a 
diipatob to Lord Glenelg, .Sir Fruncis Uund 
Head penned tbo follow log curious piusa^o : 

«Aa tego-ida tlittr woman, it is fjr*jpo«eibV 

for ud y nocurate observer to refrain frcm 
Bjarking that eivilizi t'on, in spite of'tbo 
pure, honest, and UBiemlttlnR zoal of on' 
ml«f5ionariep, by aorno uccuraed prceeia has 
blanched thoir babi. s' faods." Tbo Globe 
aoneladcs an able uitclo upon 
the subject as follows ;— -"Let bimbo

Tboy wiUn-imply be merged 
into tbe common stock ol the Canadian peo- 
ple, like the clan McNab, the Sealoith Mao 
keDzies, or any other body of emigrant) who 
have cast tbeir lot among up, aod woo there- 
by a abare in the common ptosperity of our 
Province and Dominion.

000. NoWj Mr. Editor, will you please 
inform mo what good it does this Province ? 
This money iu paid to a foreign Steamship 
Couipanyand not one dollarof it ia spent in tho 
Province, except it be for coal, and (hat only 
because it can bo purchased here cheaper than 
at S.m Francisco. 

It' tho steamer wero owned iu Victoria, tho 
supplies bought here, the crew paid off here, 
etc , I grant tbe expenditure would be of some 
value to this Province. But such is not tho 
case, and I coutend that the money would be 
mucu hotter spent and provo ot Kreater beni-fit 
to the country if it were expended in develop* 
ing tho resources ol tho country. Tho idsa 
was, 1 believe, that in having a semi-monthly 
steamer between here and San Francisco it 
would help immigration. Bui bas it had that 
effect ? i think no one will claim it has. It 
hiis been of more benefit to Washington 
Territory than it bus lo British Columbia, 
while wo have paid for it.
